REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
rejection of record is withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments in the reply filed 
on 1 1/14/2008. The prior art does not teach or suggest the RFB4dsFV 
conjugated to the specific immunotoxin PE38 (rather teaches the immunotoxin 
ricin A) and therefore one of ordinary skill in the art could not assume the prior art 
would result in the same surprising results of "complete remission" as stated in 
the affidavit filed 05/12/2008. In addition, the prior art does not specifically teach 
contacting human hairy-cell leukemia cells with an RFB4dsFV conjugate.
